SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM film Taboo XII is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The film comprises a feature of the same title which contains a significant level of 
explicit sexual activity throughout. 

The publication presents sexual conduct of a degrading and incestuous nature. One 
scene presents degrading and incestuous behaviour along with material which tends 
to promote and support the exploitation of a young female for sexual purposes as 
outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act). Considerable effort is made to portray the female as a young person by 
presenting her dressed in a school uniform. This is reinforced by the constant verbal 
references to the female concerned being a "...bad little girl" and a "...sweet little 
niece". In another scene the male stands over the female whilst she performs fellatio 
upon him, and grabs the back of the female's head, pulling it with some force toward 
him in an effort to get his penis further inside her mouth. The male is also depicted 
pulling the hair of the female with considerable force during rear entry intercourse 
causing her back and neck to arch as he pulls her head toward him. Plaving 
considered s32 of the FVPC Act, the removal of these two scenes would be sufficient 
to prevent likely harm to the public good as long as the remaining parts of the 
publication were also restricted in availability to an adult audience. 

Plowever, the owner of the publication has failed to respond within the specified period, 
or within the extended period, to the Classification Office's excision notice and the 
excisions have not been made. Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act overrides si4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as it is a deeming provision, that cannot be given 
a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4. 
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
